Re: GRANGER ETAL 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 

5/1 1/2006 has been entered. 

2. The amendment filed 1/12/2006 is acknowledged and entered into the record. 
Accordingly, claims 1 ,6,1 5-17, and 25 are canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 

3. Claims 2-5,7-14,18-24, and 26 are pending and examined on the merits.

5. The terminal disclaimers filed on 1/12/2006 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
US Patents 6,207,147 and 6,203,787 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 
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NEW REJECTIONS 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 7, 21-22,24,26, and 30-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Mc Bride (US Patent 6,551,588). McBride claims a method of treating a 
tumor comprising that administration of a composition comprising a lymphocyte with a 
tumor associated antigen (see claims 1 , and 6-7 for example). McBride also teaches 
that the lymphocyte with a tumor associated antigen can be derived from another (i.e. 
allogeneic -- see col. 9, for example) and that the composition can be administered at a 
site away from the tumor (see col. 3, for example) via subcutaneous or intramuscular 
administration methods (see col. 14, for example). McBride also teaches that prior to 
administration of the lymphocyte comprising the tumor associated antigen, that the cell 
must be inactivated so they do not grow following administration to the subject (see col. 
9, for example). Finally McBride teaches that the lymphocytes can be from self or 
allogeneic (see col. 9, for example). 

Therefore, the claims of the instant invention are anticipated by the cited prior art. 
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All other rejections are withdrawn in view of the applicant's amendments and 
arguments thereto as set forth in a paper filed 1/12/2006. 



Conclusion 

Claims 2-5,8-14,18-20, 23and 27 are free of the prior art. Claims 28-29 are 
objected to for depending on rejected claims. Claims 7,21-22,24,26, and 30-31 are not 
allowed.
